"At any rate," says the Con 
gressman, "the verdict of what 
the policies of our nation are 
to be in the future rests solely 
with the voters. I sincerely hope 
they will see fit to go forward 
and not backward. And, of 
course, President Roosevelt can 
do nothing without a Demo­ 
cratic Congress to assist him. 
Nobody is more vitally affected 
than the people themselves when 
this country has a Republican 
President and a Democratic Con­ 
gress or a Democratic President 
and a Republican Congress. One 
throttles all the good work of 
the other, and consequently pro­ 
gress, if any during such a 
period, is exceedingly small."

Snap Tallies Will Be Taken

of Six Important
Propositions

Election reports for this area 
will bo turned in at Torrance 
city hall on election night, Nov­ 
ember 3, or as soon thereafter 
as the ballots are all counted, 
it was announced this week by 
W. M. Korr, registrar of voters.

Some two score , checking-ln 
stations were so designated 
throughout the county by Kerr, 
with the approval of the board 
of supervisors.

Assembly district balloting 
will not be covered in the tele­ 
phonic reports, Registrar Ken- 
decided, and only six of the 22 
state propositions are included 
on the so-called "snap tally."

The telephonic report will 
cover the ballots cast'for presi­ 
dential electors for Roosevelt 
and Landon, all eight of the Con­ 
gressional districts, Offices 8, 0, 
13 and 15 of the superior court,-, 
and the two candidates for dis­ 
trict attqrney of the county. 
/State propositions selected by 
Kerr for the snap tally are No'. 
I, personal income tax, No.' 3, 
liquor control; No. 4, tideland 
oil drilling; No. 9, local option;

o. 21, penal .institutions; and
o. 22, retail store license.
Semi-official reports on the 

remaining, offices and propost- 
:ions to be balloted on will begin 
;o come in before midnight, it 

was believed, except where there 
s an unusually heavy vote and 
election clerks ' are retarded in 
heir work by the reports want­ 

ed first.
